August  Trade  Surplus  Higher  - 

The  agricultural  trade  surplus 
increased  26  percent  to  $1 .2  billion 
in  August.  Exports  rose  6  percent  to 
$2.9  billion,  while  imports  slipped  4 
percent  to  $1 .7  billion.  The  cumula¬ 
tive  trade  surplus  for  October 
1 989-August  1 990  totaled  $1 6.7 
billion,  the  same  as  a  year  ago 
(table  3). 

Exports  Up  in  August  -  U.S. 

agricultural  exports  increased  6 
percent  in  August,  totaling  $2.9 
billion.  Increases  in  wheat,  rice, 
sorghum,  animal  feeds,  soybeans, 
nuts,  and  cotton  more  than  offset 
decreases  in  fruits,  vegetables,  and 
butter.  October-August  exports 
totaled  $37.5  billion,  2  percent 
above  the  same  period  a  year 
earlier. 

Corn  export  volume  rose  4  percent 
in  August  to  3.9  million  tons,  re¬ 
gaining  some  of  the  1 .4  million  ton 
reduction  in  July.  Japan  was  the 
largest  market,  taking  1.2  million 
tons,  followed  by  Korea  with 
790,000  tons.  There  were  no 
shipments  to  the  Soviet  Union. 

Other  major  markets  included 
Taiwan,  Egypt,  and  Mexico.  The 
average  export  unit  value  fell  $5  a 
ton  to  $119. 

Wheat  exports  jumped  13  percent 
during  August  to  2.5  million  tons 
valued  at  $326  million,  reflecting 
increased  demand  in  China,  Japan, 
Korea,  Bangladesh,  and  Pakistan. 
Shipments  to  those  markets  more 
than  compensated  for  reduced 
shipments  to  the  USSR.  The  wheat 
export  unit  value  fell  $7  a  ton  to 
$132,  the  eighth  consecutive 
monthly  drop. 

Soybean  export  volume  jumped  35 
percent  in  August  to  761 ,000  tons 
valued  at  $181  million.  The  gain 
resulted  from  increased  demand  in 


Japan,  Taiwan,  and  Mexico.  The 
average  export  unit  value  for 
soybeans  remained  unchanged  at 
$238  a  ton.  Soybean  meal  ex  ports 
of  287,000  tons  went  primarily  to 
Canada,  Venezuela,  Mexico,  and 
Saudi  Arabia. 

Cotton  exports  of  1 1 9,000  tons  in 
August  were  24  percent  above  the 
previous  month.  The  major  market 
was  China,  followed  by  Korea, 
Japan,  and  Hong  Kong.  Cotton 
export  unit  values  edged  down  $12 
a  ton  to  $1,624. 

Agricultural  imports  fell  4  percent 
in  August  to  $1 .7  billion.  Decreases 
in  fruits  and  vegetables,  coffee,  live 
animals,  sugar,  and  tobacco  more 
than  offset  gains  in  meat,  vegetable 
oils,  cocoa,  and  nursery  stock.  The 
cumulative  import  figure  for  October- 
August  reached  $20.8  billion,  4 
percent  above  the  same  period  a 
year  ago.  (Stephen  R.  Milmoe,

Monthly  Shipments  Vary  by 
Major  Market  -  Monthly  shipments 
to  Japan,  Canada,  Korea,  and 
Mexico  have  been  more  stable 
than  those  to  the  Soviet  Union  and 
the  EC.  Shipments  to  the  USSR 
plunged  88  percent  in  August 
following  a  76  percent  drop  in  July. 
A  similar  decline  to  the  USSR 
occurred  last  year.  Sales  to  the 
Soviet  Union,  predominantly  grains 
and  oilmeals,  generally  fall  off  in 
the  summer  during  the  Soviet 
harvest. 

U.S.  exports  to  Canada  averaged 
$357  million  a  month  from  January 
through  August  1990  after  aver¬ 
aging  half  that  amount  during 
October-December  1989.  The 
increase  is  largely  due  to  a  change 
in  trade  reporting.  Prior  to  January 
1990,  U.S.  exports  to  Canada  were 
underreported,  (table  4). _
